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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the Taxpayers of West Rutland: 

At the beginning of the year the town debt exclusive of 
the United States surplus fund was $25,000.00 bonds, and 
$512.65 outstanding orders. The outstanding orders have 
been paid and there is $253.27 in the treasury. 

This was done with a total tax of 125 per cent of the 
Grand List as against 142 per cent the previous year and 
being much less than any tax for several years. 

The expense of town poor exceeds that of the previous 
year by $196.68, but we have made improvements at the 
farm by putting in new water works, slating one barn and 
building hog house, amounting to about $400.00, thereby 
actually reducing the expense of poor about $200.00. We 
have built one permanent bridge at cheese factory at an ex- 
pense of about $200.00. 

The towm of Dorset has brought suit to recover from the 
town of West Rutland, a bill of $1,028.09 for taking care of 
John Battles while sick with small pox. We have taken 
counsel and been advised that the town is not liable for this 
bill, and have engaged F. C. Partridge and T. W. Moloney 
to defend the town. 

At last March meeting the town voted to pay Thos 
Burke for sheep killed by dogs in 1895. Before paying the 
aim we deemed it best to take counsel and herewit h submi t 
letter from Joel C. Baker in regard to the matter.

SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 


To the Taxpayers of' West Rutland ! 

We have decided to preface the customary exhibit of orders 
drawn for school purposes by a few explanatory remarks, in 
order to make our acts and motives better understood. . 
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Extensive repairs have been made on the school buildings. 
N*». 6 was thoroughly repaired, and painted both interiorly 
and exteriorly. No. 7 received alargeamount of much-need- 
cd plastering, and the whole interior was kalsomined and 
painted. No. 8 was provided with a foundation, the roof 
was reshingled, the interior plastered, kalsomined and paint- 
c I. and the exterior painted. No. 9 ( Whipple Hollow ) had 
one side of roof newly shingled and the interior kalsomined 
and painted. The crowded condition of classes rendered it 
necessary to make a new room in the High School building. 

1 >ne equal in size and finish to the rooms on the other floors 
w .i- fitted up on the third floor and stairs and floor leading 
to it were put in. To obviate the necessity of having two 
teachers hold recitations in the same room at the same time, 
a temporary recitation room fbr the High School has been 
fitted up by closing the eastern stairway with a floor built 
• )ji supports and not fastened to the walls, so as to be easily 
removable when better accommodations are furnished. 

Should the movement of the school population continue 
toward the center of the village, it must soon become an ur- 

at problem for the town to supply adequate accommoda- 
tions for the pupils in Dist. 21i We suggest either an addi- 
tion to the present High School building, or a new town 
building, with school rooms and town offices on the first 
floor and a hall on the second floor. 

The High School has been disentangled from the grades 
immediately below and now enjoys a seperate and indepen- 
dent existence, as no pupils below 10th grade areallowed to 
occupy desks in its room. The term 44 Sub-High ” as a des- 
ignation for 8th and 9th grades has also been discontinued. 

Four new members have been added to the corps of teach- 
ers. — Principal F. W. Carrier, a graduate of the University 
of Vermont; Miss Lizzie O’Brien, a graduate of both our 
own High School and the Castleton Normal School, in the 
Mb grade; Miss Man' Wallace, a graduate of the Castleton 
Normal School, in District 9, where a school has been main- 
tained during the year, and Miss Katherine McGowan, a 
graduate of the New England Conservatory of Music, as 
special teacher of music, pln^sical culture and elocution. 

More than 800 new text books have been purchased during 
the year, besides fill necessar}' copy books and a large quan- 
tity of supplies. Our endeavor has been to make the school 
surroundings as cheerful and as comfortable as possible, ■ 
and to keep teachers and pupils supplied with all the neces- 
sary books, appliances and materials. As a result, we are 
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happy to report that the teachers, almost without exception* 
have manifested increased interest in their work, and that 
substantial and gratifying progress has been made. 

The insurance carried on school property is now as follows: 
High School $10,000; Nos. 6, 8 and 9, $500 each and No. 7 
$4,500.
